Arrival in New York of the Nott- 
inghill’s Crew.

The Captain’s Story of How the Ill-Fated 
Vessel was Wrecked—Mountains of Ice 
in Mid-Ocean—Steadfast Seamen. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YORK, February 11.—The steamship State 
of Nebraska, from Glasgow, arrived at quarantine 
last night, having on boara the officers and crew 
of the steamship Nottinghill, which was struck 
twice by an iceberg near midnight on February 2, 
and abandoned three days later, when she was 
met by the Nebraska. “We left London on the 
19th of January,” said Capt. Bennett of the Not- 
tinghill to a Post-DISPATOH correspondent last 
night, on the Nebraska. “On board there was a 
miscellaneous cargo, and we were nenety-two men 
and passengers ailtold. We passed Gravesend 
on the 20th, and for the three following days haa 
westerly gales which kept increasing in strength 
until the 23d, when the wind blew a hurricane. 
Everything was battened down, but the wind got 
stronger every day. It blew nearly all the time 


from west and southwest. On the 27th the hurri- 
cane died out and we had fine weather and very 
easy sailing. This continued until February 2, 
when it got very cold. In the evening about 9 
o’clock we heard strong, grating noises along the 
keel and sides of the vessel. It Was too dark to 
see anything of the surface of the ocean, but we 
concluded that we had got intoa large field of 
driftiee. Instantly lL ordered the engines to be 
slowed down, for 1 was afraid lest we might dam- 
age the hull by running intosome of the thick 
cakes of ice. The noise of the ice 
on the hull kept increasing and we Knew that the 
field was getting more dense. All hands were 
kept on watch and everytbing put in readiness to 
lower the boats at a moment’s notice, for in the 
darkness we could not see whether we were in 
any greatdanger. Oaly enough force was kept 
up Dy the engines to give the vessel headway. 
T&ere was less danger to be apprehended while 
she was bow on than if she should happen to be 
struck on the broad side. At five minutes before 
midnight we were going dead slow when suddenly 
the vessel was struck with great force on the port 
side, near the bridge. 

THE STEAMER TREMBLED 
at the shock, and half the crew fell to the deck. 
The light from our lamps was suddenly reflected 
into our eyes from the white sides ofa glittering 
iceberg towering up as high as the mast heads, 
The vessel fell back from the first shock, and al- 
most instantly she Was struck again near the 
engine-room. Thecrew were all thrown to the 
deck, as the vessel reeled aud shivered beneath 
the shock, but when werose to our feet we 
thought that the danger was past, for we heard 
the swish of the sea at our stern, whither the 
iceberg bad drifted after it had struck us, We 
were congratulating ourselves but the 
engineer rushed upon the deck greatly 
excited and reported that the sea was pouring 
into the engine-room and that his fires had been 
extinguished. Then I went below and saw that 
the iceberg had knocked two immense holes in 
the hull at the last biow, through one of which 
the water was rushing like a torrent. There was 
no way of patching ber, but the carpenter and his 
assistants placed large pieces of canvas on the 
outside over the boles and the vessel was allowed 
to drilt broad 0 asthe foret of the waves 
would Keep the canvas in place and keep out 
some of the water. This all happened about 
midnight on Saturday, February 2. When Sundzy 
morning dawned we saw pothing but ice. The 
berg which had done the damage had drifted out 
of sight, but as far as the eye could see there was 
nothing but one vast field of small and large floes, 
some of themin hummoeks twoor three feet above 
the oceéan’s surface. We were in a most perilous 
condition and liable to sink at any moment if the 
canvass should be torn fromthe aperture. Ail 
that Sabbath morning our ninety men were at 
work casting the cargo into the sea. About noon 
we began to see ithe eage of the ice field, and later 
the same day, with 

A SIGHT OF RELIEF, 

our eyes were ciaddened with the sight of 
nothing but the green sea about the vessel. Late 
in the afternoon, probably about 3 o’ciock, one of 
the crew raised a shout, ‘a vessel, a vessell.’ Then 
wesaw a large tbhree-masted steamer, with a 
black funnel. She neared us avd passed on to the 
west. We had signals of distress flying anda the 
men rab up into the rigging and waved everything 
they could lay their hands on, but the stranger 
passed by without noticing us. For two days we 
drifted about helpless and with death creeping 
nearer to us, for the water in the hold Kept on in- 
creasing in depth every hour,though we were 
all taking turns at the pumps and 
everything had been cast overboard 
except our provisions. Some of the men wished 
to take to the boats, but L showed them the folly 
of doing so, and they remained tractable. The 
officers deserve great praise for their efficiency in 
heiping me to preserve discipline, though, indeed, 
the conduct of the men was most exemplary. 
Last Tuesday the State of Nebraska sighted us in 
latitude 46, longitude 46 20. She laid by us until 
we lowered our boats, and got away from the 
doomed Nottinghill. hen we leit her she had 
eighteen feet of water in the hold, and it was on- 
ly a matter of a few hours until she reached the 
bottom of the ocean.” Capt. Bennett and 
his officers and crew were all loud in 
their praises of Capt. Braes of the State of Ne- 
braska and his officers for the manly way in 
which they stood by and rescued them from the 
foundering vessel. On the morning of the day of 
the rescue the State of Nebraska passed through 
a stall field of ice which is thought to have been 
a detached portion of the field which causea such 
disaster to the Nottinghill. The Nebraska lay at 
quarantine all Jast night and came up to this port 
this morning. The steamer Nottinghill was buiit 
at Glasgow in 1882 and belongea in the port of 
Liverpool. She was an A 1iron vessel of 2,616 tons 
burden. Sbe was 426 feet long, 45 feet broad and 
28 feet depth of hold. She was bark rigged and 
had twin screws and two compartments, and 
was owned by the Twin Screw Steamship Com- 
pany. Sbe did not carry any passengers.

New YoRK, February 11.—Mr. Beecher spoke 
yesterday on Wendell Phillips, in Plymouth 
Church. He prefaced his remarks with a short 
account of the Anti-Slavery excitement, and then 
spoke as follows; “It was in the midst of all this 
that a young aristocrat of Boston appeared. He 
was an aristocrat by birth and by nature; a noble 
man, but a thorough aristocrat, All.his life and 
power assumed that guise. He was noble, and 
full of kindness to inferiors; was willing to suffer 
for them, but he was never of them nor allied 
himself tothem. He was always\above them; 
his gifts of life were always gifts for a principle. 
Ail his life long he resented every attack on his 
person and on his honor as a noble aristocrat 
would. When they pourea the filth of their imag- 
jnations upon him, he cared no more for it 
than an eagle might care for a fly. 
He was called of God as much as 


Moses and the prophets were—not exactly for 
those great ends, but in accordance with those 
ends.

The Marriage of Lieut. Pearson and Miss 
Ayer—Gossipy Letter From Gotham.

NgEw YORK, February 9.—On the way from the 
bridge to Printing House Square this evening [ 
passed two noticeable figures. The first was 
Whitelaw Reid, the young editor of the high tow- 
er,as Dana sneeringly calle d him a few years ago. 
With head erect, eyes flashing, and a firm grace 
and vigor in his carriage, he towered above the 
tide of humanity pressing toward the bridge, As- 
surance and self-satisfaction was asserted in the 
elegant curve of his tall hat, in the cut of his 
heavy blue overcoat andin the élevation of his 


chin. And indeed. he has reason for 
satisfaction. As the presiaent of the Lotus Club 
he is enabled to pose as a sort of Macenas, and 
the five million dollar dowry his marriage to Miss 
Mills brought him a few years .ago allows him to 
extend his social influence far beyond the small 
radius of the literary circle. 
UNLIKE MOST NEWSPAPER MEN, 
he takes lite somewhat easily and indulges much 
in social pleasure. He is an inveterate diner out 
and Chauncey Depew’s great rival as a post 
prandial crator. is conversation is lively, 
quick-witted and brilliant and he is as popular at 
“teas” and kettledrums as at. “big dinners.” 
recognized the second figure 
me, “Grant’s chaplin,” 
the Rey. Dr. John P. Newman, he bad changed so 
much since I had last seen him. The once 
straight and powerful frame of the author of “A 
Thousand Miles on Horseback’’ seems bent with 
age. He has become much stouter of late, and 
his form appeared most ungainly, as, clad in an 
ill-fitting half-buttoned overcoat of rusty broad- 
cloth, he lumberea along awkwardly. His heaa 
was bent, and his large handsome face seemed 
flushed with worry and annoyance. You have al- 
ready published very full accounts of the trouble 
in the fashionable Madison avenue Congregation- 
al Church. The opposition to himis strong and 
bitter, ana though he bas many friends the fight 
is not yet over. 
IN THE MANY MEETINGS 
of the members, the absence of Gen. Grant Is re- 
marked as a curious circumstance, Grant has 
the reputation of sticking to his friends, but in 
the present battle he has preserved a strict and 
Silent neutrality. Newmanis a Methodist, and 
when he first came here from Washington about 
eight years ago to take charge of a little Metho- 
dist church on Sixth avenue, he was little Known. 
He soon pushed himseif into prominence, how- 
ever, taking occasion to be conspicuous in “‘citi- 
zens’ meetings” of all kinds, and attracting atten- 
tion by his imposing manner and florid rhetoric. 
His reputation as a friend of Grant did him good 
service in this way, and the modern Vicar of 
Bray, in the short time be bas Deen among us,has 
already coutrived to attain thé reputation of be- 
ing one of our most prominent men. Clouds are 
now lowering on his horizon, however, and it is 
donbtful if he will weather the storm. 
The Feuardent-Cesnola libel suit, though it has 
ended inaverdict of acquittal for the “verbal 
General,” leaves him in rather a peculiar position. 
Ihe wily Italian came to New York twenty-four 
years ago and earned a precarious subsistence as 
ateacher of French and Italian. Having been 
bred at the expense of the Government 
at ithe Royal Military Academy of Turin, 
he turned his knowledge of the military 
to advantage by “i s classes in tactics and 
cavalry exercises. Tall, handsome, and with a 
sinooth, engaging manner, he wooed a@d wedded 
a daughter of Commodore Reid, who brought him 
to the attention of persoags in authority and pro- 
cured bis appointment as colonel of a volunteer 
regiment of cavairy. He managed to get slightly 
wounded and to occupy a Southern prison for a 
few mouths. He was breveted brigadier-genera! 
—verbally, as he testified the other day— 
towards the close of the war and 
in the spr of 1865 obtained § the 
Sarnico Consuiship, Itis very probable that he 
had visited Cyprus before and had the possibili- 
ties of antiquarian research in view when he ob- 
tained the Consulate. At any rate, he at once de- 
voted himself assiduously to digging pretty much 
over the whole island and unearthed about 13,000 
objects of bijouterie and vertu. These objects,the 
spolls of about as many ancient tombs broken 
into by the “General,” or the “Count,” as he 
callea himself, were sold by 
THE INDUSTRIOUS GRAVE ROBBER, 
after they had been rejected by experts from 
the British Museum, to a committee of 
eminent old dunderheads for $80,000 and placed 
in the Metropolitan Museum of Art. Cesnola on 
his arrival here was impressively lionized by an 
influgntial clique of society people, among whom 
the then editor of the ORLD was a leader. 
Cesnola fooled them all, and when I remember 
William Henry Hurlbut, a manof brilliant in- 
tellect and wide culture, who had spent years in 
studying the art of Italy and the East, was 
“taken in” by the charlatan, I am amazed. 
Hurlbut and John Taylor Johnstone and 
Henry G. Marquand made of him not a little tin 
god on wheels but a veritable apostle of art. The 
whilom riding-master, now grown stout, sleek 
and slightly bald, was actually made director of 
the museum for life at a handsome salary. There 
isno doubt whatever that Feuardent has con- 
clusively proved his charges that a number of the 
most important statues in the Cypriote collection 
were altered and repaired. In fact Cesnola has 
now admitted as much. Yet hedenied ali these 
charges a few years ago with a virtuous 
warmth of indignation which procured 
for him the active sympathy of hundreds of the 
menand women of our weaitby snobocracy who 
retend to sense! Hurlbut, while utterly refus- 
ng to recognize Feuardent, gave up whole pages 
of the WORLD to Cesnola’s denials. I called upon 
“the director” at his handsome brown stone bouse 
in Fifty-seventh street, near Fifth avenue, about 
a year ago, tomake some inquiries concernin 
the Museum of Art, The General, who receive 
mé in an elaborately fitted up library, presented a 
remarkable contrast in his appearance to that of 
the traditional “Old Mortality.” Here was no worn 
figure in rusty black, with pinched features and 
sharp eyes poring eagerly through spectacles 
over quaint and curious volames of torgotten 
lore. The new mortality looked like a successful 
retired pork butcher. His fair, round belly and 
his short, little legs were well and fashionably 
ciad. His mustache was well waxed and his 
plack hair was olled to Pe brightness. He 
half closed his eyes as he glanced nonchalantly at 
me through the eye-glasses which jauntily sur- 
mounted his nose. Without rising 
from the desk at which he was 
pretending to write, he motioned me to a seat 
with an indolent gesture. In the subsequent con- 
versation Ll was astonished at the utter ignorance 
of the history and principles of art he displayed 
in the few minutes we weretogether. Nor-did 
the surroundings g/ve evidence of artistic taste. 
The turniture, the carpets and the man ali re- 
minded me strongly of Dickens’ admirable de- 
scription of the Veneering household in “Our Mu- 
tual Friend.” Everything was astonishingly new 
and incredibly vulgar. afterwards 
learned that if our military and noble 
art director does not know much about 
art, he ;is shrewd enough to create a reputation 
for himself out of the ideas of poor but worthy 
artists wnom he patronizes. Having been 
“vindicated,” this successful montebank has the 
daring effrontery to continue in his position at 
the museum and to pose as an authority on those 
arts concerning which he Knows less than the 
most superficial dilietante among us. But a 
stone’s turow from Cesnola’s house, just on the 
other side of Fiftn avenue, a fashionable wedding 
was celebrated on Tuesday.

CINCINNATI. OnT0, February 11.—At 9 & m. the 
river is 66 leet and rising an inch an hour, At 
Gallipolis, the river rgse eight inches during 
tne last ‘weive Lours and is now rising at the rate 
of balf ao toch anhour. Rain fell during the 
entire night and the indications are for more to- 
day. Theriver nas fallen five feet at Belpre, 
twelve miles below Martetia.

TWO WOMEN DROWNED. 

CINCINNATI, February 11.—At ll a. m. the 
river is sixty-six feet one anda three-fourths 
inches and risiug an inch an hour.

Tbe river jacks now but four and one- 
quarter inches of the flood of last year, with rains 
general and the tributaries all rising.

AN EXPER !I’s STORY. 

Mr. James McHenry of England, who 
says he is responsible for the investment of 
about $100,000,000 of British capital in 
American railroads, isin this country now 
looking after those interests, and complains 
bitterly of the manner in which the investors 
bave been treated by the railroad managers. 
The roads, he says, have prospered, and the 
managers have prospered even more than 
the roads, while the shareholders have been 
victimized, either by being “frozen out’ 
altogether or by finding that the surplus 
earnings due to them as dividends have been 
expended for alleged extensions or better- 
ments. 

In England the shareholders at their 
periodical’ meetings choose their own 
auditors to examine all the com- 
pany’s accounts of receipts and ex- 
penditures, and every dollar of 
net earnings is treated strictly as due the 
shareholders in the form of dividends. 
Then, if more capigal is wanted for exten- 
sions or votes, they supply it as new 
capital, and their rights are so guarded by 
the courts, and so strictly enforced by them- 
selves against the directors and managers, 
that no securities stand higher in England 
than those of the railroads, which can readi- 
ly obtain all the money they want at the 
very lowest rates of interest, 

But in this country, Mr. MCHENRy says, 

the managers are permitted to expend earn- 
ings for extensions, thus converting the divi- 
dend fund into new capita), while they load 
the company down with mortgage bonds, 
getting ready to freeze out the original 
shareholders by foreclusure, and keeping the 
business in such ashape that the grossest 
robbery of shareholders can be perpetrated 
with impunity. He says: 
I am led to believe that there are many 
trains coming from the West to the East whose 
transit is not Known at the head officesof the 
company. Iam told they are called “ghost trains.”’ 
Be this as it may, the fact remains that there is 
some double dealing m the managemertof the 
freight departments. I have seen statements, 
coming from one of the ablest authorities in the 
United States, that not one-tenth of the earnings 
of American raijlroads—that is to say, not one- 
tenth of the amount paid by the people from 
whom these railroads receive their franchises 
and to whom, afier their proprietors, their first 
duties are due—reaches the treasury; and I un- 
hesitatingly charge, from my personal knowledge, 
that notene-half of the amounts really paid to 
the railroads reach the treasuries of many impor- 
tant companies. The proprietors are deceived 
through the ma- 
chinery of rings, pools and rebates, under the ad- 
ministration of autocratic Presidents. These 
rings generally act with capital supplied by the 
railroads, and as generally consist of railroad 
managers and their friends. The most notorious 
of these is an oil company, which has, under con- 
tracts with railr oad companies, managed to less- 
en their earnings by some $12,000,000 a year for 
many years past. Thecattie traflic is, or was, 
conducted under a similar system, and there is no 
important source of traffic that is not tainted 
with the same corruptions. Is there any business 
in this world excepting Americin railroads con- 
ducted on the “pooling” system, of which the 
greatest rogue in the pool, with the least cash at 
stake, is sure to get the largest profit? I can pro- 
duce evidence of the malign system of rebates, by 
which all fair competition is destroyed, the 
country and thg compiny suffer, and the mo- 
nopolist alone profits. The carriage of parcels 
and fine goods and general produce has fallen 
into the hands of what are called express com- 
panies, which receive for much of the tonnage at 
ledst five times as much as they pay to the rail- 
roads which provide the capital for transporta- 
tion. The fast freightand dispatch companies 
are worked on this same priuciple—or rather 
want of principle. 

Hardly any intelligent American will call 
this an overdrawn picture of the methods 
by which our autocratic railroad: presidents 
have made themselves and their ring part- 
ners the money kings of the country and 
the antocrats of all our business interests. 
By the booty they have extorted from their 
own stockholders they have created a new 
feudal system of robber monopolies which 
are corrupting the press and ruling not only 
the Union but most of the States. While a 
new legal discipline is needed for the inter- 
nal management of corporations, to protect 
their stockholders from autocratic presi- 
dents and ring directories, there is stil] more 
urgent need for some means of protecting the 
general publie from & robber system of tolls 
and discriminations wholly anomalous un- 
der a republican form of G»vernment. 
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MONOPOLY IN GAS. 
As the question of gas monopoly is now 
before the people of St. Louis for discussion, 
itis just as well to look at the situation 
fairly. When we talk of competition as a 
substitute for monopoly do we picture to 
ourselves any such thing as two companies, 
each with [ts pipes in the same Streets, each 
tearing up the pavement at its own sweet 
will, and bidding against each other for 
custom? Such a situation is not desirable, 
and itis not practicabie. The result of it 
would be either that two companies would 
poo! their issues or that one company would 
buy out the other. In all our dealings, 
State, local, or even national, with corpora- 
tions no legislative means has yet been 
devised by which corporations can be pre. 
vented from combining, and it wauid be futile 
to expect any better resuit from acity’s re.

But the fact is that 
the chief objection to the location of Hot 
Springs as a health resort is made unpleas- 
antly conspicuous bygthe accidents attending 
these popular local amusements. Unfortu- 
nately the town is built along @ narrow 
street in the bottom of a deep gorge, and is 
so walled in that there is little chance for 
way/larers to get out of the way of stray bul- 
lets when the gustomary matinee begins.

At these 
rooms and one or two others games were inter- 
rupted, a panic occurring in one case. No arrests 
were attempted, however, the officers contenting 
themseives with eiving noticejthat. that was tne 
last Call and it meant business. Among the keep- 
ets thus notified was Arthur Harrison, who runs 
@ game at No. 621 Locust street. Arthur sleeps in 
one of the rooms and claims that they are his 
private apartments, in whico he and his friends 
can do as they piease. Consequently he declined 
to heed the notice, notwithstanding he was in- 
formed that the next notice would be servea with 
axes ana siedge hammers. Aboutl o’ciock yes- 
terday morning the detectives discovered that a 
game was running in Arthur’s apariment, and, 
forcing their way in, they captured the proprietor 
aud all of his paraphernalia, allowing the fright- 
ened piayers to go with a warning. Harrison and 
son and his kit were carried to the lock-up, where 
soon after Arthur gave bond. Ii is reported that 
Arthur was very indignant at this invasion of 
bis sacred and private rights, and that in his rage 
he anvounced that he proposed to run a poker 
game, Harrigan or po Harrigan. Somebody re- 
ported ibis buast to the Chie!, who is understood 
Oo have muttered sumething through his set jaws 
thot sounded like “He will, will he?” 

Ap buur later Arthur was annoyed to find him- 
self again in the law’s clutches, owing wo a curios- 
ity on the part of Chief Harrigan to know why he 
shouldn’t be ‘sent to the ork House as a 
vagrant.

How Much Congress is Likely to Appr opri- 
ate—Land Forfeiture Bills. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, February 9.—The new River and 
Harbor Uommitiee of the House has its work 
well in hand, and fluds that it has avery serivus 
task before it. The absence of any river and har- 
bor appropriation bill in the last session of the 
Forty-seventh Oongress renders the friends of 
every creek and river im the country absolutely 
ravenous. 

“I deciare,” said Chairman Willis, as he shook 
himself together last evening after a hard day’s 
work, “it is terrible. The struggle for appropria- 
tions for rivers and harbors i» something no man 
appreciates unless he has pad experieace with it. 
Some people may think that | was highiy bou- 
ored by being given the chairmanship of this new 
and important committee, but if they coula see 
the amount of work it brings me they might 
change their opinion. Now, citizens ana property 
owners and delegations wait upoa me day and 
night. Itry to make them understana thas 1 am 
but one of the committge, that they ought to pre 
sent their views to that body in session, but they 
insist that the Chairman himself ought to unaer- 
stand their cases, 80 I am compeliea to listen to 
ali of tnem.

Tie 
V.ndalia and the Bee Line both have routes from 
Cincinnati eastward, so that they ceuld 
ect thei haul on the treight alter it reaches Cin- 
cinnat.

“Nothing formal. Buithe O. & M. has already 
entered upon a Texas campaign, and is sendiug 
its printing all over that State.

The Panhandle, Which is the same as the 
Vandalia interest. is calso beginning to work in 
that field, independent of the Gould lines. If the 
Bee Line has done anything yet, haven't 
heard of it.

Siuce recent 
publications of the places and how they are cou- 
ducted, ep of tne rer propriewrs have 
slipped the pipes back into their chests, and the 
opium iuto some nook where it will never be <ouud 
uuless they choose tu produce it, Siuce the ordi- 
nance Weut into effect, the opium sellers have 
been unusually vigilant, though great care is al-

tate to steal a supply. When the smoker enters 
be gives the proprictor a quarter, aud he immedi- 
ately produces pipe and lamp, and then retires 
into an inver apartment or to one of the upper 
siories.

character of the drug tuey use,”

A Strange But True Story. 
From the Bourbon (Ky.) News. 


W. S. Buckner ot Cane Ridge, related the 
following dog story in our «ffice oa Saturday 
and proved it by Archie Bedford, one of his 
near neighbors: Sume time ago he was 
awakened by an uneagthly noise among the 
dogs on his porch. Asviewed through tiie 
window in the darkness, he saw what he 
supposed to be a huge panther or tiger mak- 
ing away with his dogs. His wife prevatied 
upon him not to shoot through the window, 
and as he was afraid to go out, he retired 
until daylight. On getting upin the morn- 
ing he discovered the grass aud dirt torn up 
and his plum trees barked and scratched, 
giving evidence of a terrible fight of a wild 
beast with his dogs, On going to his kennel 
he found his favorite hound slut, Lucy, 
writhing in the agonies of death, and her 
nine puppies all dead, their heads mashed 
and their feet and tails bitten off and 
carried away. Securing the services of 
Archie Bedford, both started through the 
country heavily armed in search of the 
strange auimal. Arriving at his brother
